NEW PROGRAMS OF GRANTS FOR RESEARCH ON 
CONTEMPORARY CHINA AND ON AFRICA 
SOUTH OF THE SAHARA 


(OFFERED JOINTLY BY THE ACLS AND THE SociAL ScIENCE RESEARCH 
CouNcIL ) 


CONTEMPORARY CHINA 


A new program of grants to individual scholars for research in the social 
sciences and humanities relating to contemporary China will be offered for three 
years beginning in 1960-61, under the auspices of the Joint Committee on 
Contemporary China, appointed in September 1959 by the ACLS and the SSRC. 
Funds for this program have been provided by the Ford Foundation, and will 
be administered by the SSRC. 


The purpose of the new program is to advance scholarly research relating 
directly to contemporary China, with special reference to developments since 
1949. Consideration will be given to proposals limited to, or including, research 
on periods prior to 1949 that would clearly contribute to understanding of 
contemporary China. 


Awards ranging from small grants-in-aid of research for periods of less 
than a year to larger grants providing for maintenance in lieu of salary, for 
travel in the United States or abroad, and for other research expenses, for 
periods up to fifteen months will be offered to scholars who possess the Ph.D. 
degree or its equivalent, and who are citizens or permanent residents of the 
United States or Canada. Applications are invited for grants for research in 
any field of the social sciences and humanities. Grants will be made normally 
for one year, but applications for other periods will be considered, and requests 
for renewals will be entertained. 


AFRICA SOUTH OF THE SAHARA 


A program of grants for research relating to Africa south of the Sahara 
will be initiated in the autumn of 1960 under the auspices of a Joint Com- 
mittee on African Studies which is to be appointed by the ACLS and the 
SSRC. Funds for the grants have been provided by the Ford Foundation. 
The SSRC will administer this program, which is expected to continue for 
three years, and will make detailed announcement of its scope in September 
1960. It is anticipated that grants may range from relatively small sums for 
travel, research assistance, and maintenance for periods of from three to six 
months, to amounts sufficient for support of a year’s research. It is also 
expected that applications will be accepted both from mature scholars who 
have already made significant contributions to African studies and from others 
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with established competence in a social science or humanistic field who wish 
to equip themselves for research on African problems. 


Grants for research relating to Africa north of the Sahara will not be 
available under the new program but these will continue to be available under 
the separate program of grants for research now offered under the auspices 
of the Joint Committee on the Near and Middle East and also administered 
by the SSRC.

A NEW STUDY OF PHOTOCOPY FOR 
SCHOLARLY PURPOSES 


With the assistance of a grant from the Council on Library Resources, 
the ACLS will administer a study of certain problems involved in the 
acquisition of scholarly material by means of photocopy. Primarily, attention 
will be given to the use of microfilm. 


When more than twenty-five years ago the Joint (SSRC-ACLS) Com- 
mittee on Materials for Research began its studies of the use of photographic 
reproduction as a means for the implementation of resources for research, the 
idea of microfilm as a medium for the acquisition, preservation, and publica- 
tion of documents met resistance in many quarters. This resistance was 
shortly abated. Since that time, large collections have been photographed, 
and small orders by individuals for microfilm copies are now a standard in 
scholarly practice. 


Requests for support of photocopying have multiplied to such an extent 
that, according to reports, foundations are rather at a loss to know in what 
to invest. 


The ACLS investigation will be complementary to one being conducted 
by the Association of Research Libraries. Dr. Lester K. Born of the Library 
of Congress will undertake the work for the ACLS. He will consult with 
librarians, scholars, and officers of learned societies to discover, if possible, 
whether a system of priorities can be set up which would be useful to 
foundations, librarians, and to universities and colleges. He will be dealing, 
for the most part, with the acquisition of materials from foreign depositories. 
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THE ROLE OF LINGUISTICS AND LINGUISTIC 
ANALYSIS IN PROGRAMS UNDER TITLE VI OF 
THE NATIONAL DEFENSE EDUCATION ACT OF 1958 


A STATEMENT BY THE 
COMMITTEE ON LANGUAGE PROGRAMS, 
AMERICAN COUNCIL OF LEARNED SOCIETIES 


Title VI of the National Defense Education Act of 1958 calls explicitly 
for the improvement of foreign language teaching by training teachers in 
“the use of new teaching methods and instructional materials.” It also 
mentions linguistics as a field in which individuals may need training in order 
to achieve the objectives of the Act. 


The Committee on Language Programs, a continuation of a committee 
established by the ACLS in 1942 to aid in the development of foreign language 
training programs in the military services during World War II, and subse- 
quently reorganized in 1946 to assist in various civilian language-teaching 
endeavors, wishes to go on record as expressing its satisfaction at the fact 
that in passing the National Defense Education Act the Congress appeared to 
recognize the potentially important role of modern linguistic science in the 
improvement of language teaching. 


It further wishes to make note of the manner in which the U. S. Office 
of Education in the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare has 
addressed itself to the task of implementing the provisions of Title VI. The 
Committee is pleased that the Language Development Section of that Office 
has demonstrated its readiness to support experimentation in the application 
of structural linguistics to foreign language teaching. 


Among the actions taken by the U. S. Office of Education with which 
we are particularly gratified we may cite the following: 


(1) the strong encouragement given to language institutes to incorporate 
the teaching of linguistics and linguistic analysis as an essential part 
of their programs; 


(2) the requirements and specifications laid down for language and area 
centers which give prominence to linguistic research as a tool in 
language study; 

(3) the awarding of contracts calling for the preparation of contrastive 
linguistic analyses for several important languages; and 


(4) the support given the Modern Language Association in its desire to 
assure the qualification of language teachers in those aspects of lin- 
guistic analysis which are relevant to language teaching methodology. 
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The Committee hopes that these and similar actions will be continued and 
strengthened in the further implementation of the National Defense Education 
Act, 


EB Some of the more important ways in which foreign language teaching 
can be aided by linguistic science are these: 


(1) The scientific analysis of the language to be taught. Above all, the 


4 ‘ teacher of a foreign language will be aided by a knowledge of what linguistic 
® analysis shows about the language he is teaching. Linguistic analysis seeks 
2 to be able to specify, in the greatest precision and detail one may desire: 


(a) the system of mutually contrasting basic sounds (phonemes) which 
operate in the language, together with the conditions under which 
these sounds appear in variant forms and the ways in which the 
sounds compose syllables and words;

(b) the grammar of the language, stated not in traditional terms of 
Western philology but in terms of the system of form classes 
inflections, constructions, sentence-types, and grammatical rules which 
actually function in the language as determined by the analysis of 
utterances; 


(c) the system of meanings embodied in the vocabulary of the language, 
and which are specific to that language, and 


(d) the various forms, levels, and dialects of a language and the 
circumstances under which they are used. 


(2) The study of the contrasts between the learner’s native language 
and the language being learned. Scientific linguistics can isolate and draw 
attention to the specific items in a language which are most dissimilar to 
corresponding items in the learner’s native language and which will hence 
be likely to demand more attention and effort in teaching. In order to do 
this, linguists have recently turned their attention to the careful analysis 
of the English language as well as foreign languages. 


(3) The study of the physiology of sound production in the context of 
the significant features of the language. ‘The teacher will be aided by a 
knowledge of certain relevant essentials of the science of articulatory phonetics, 
which is a part of the general area of linguistics, but even more by a knowledge 
of the relation between phonetics and phonemics. Scientific linguistics has 
shown that pronunciation drills in isolation and divorced from the functioning 
system of a language are useless if not actually harmful. 


(4) The study of the writing system and its relation to the spoken 
language. Just as linguistic analysis can study the system of sounds employed 
in a language, it can also study the system of writing and its relation to the 
sounds which it is supposed to represent. It can provide accurate information 
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on the features of a writing system and hence supply orderly guides for the 
learner. 


(5) Considerations of the nature of language. The specific contributions 
of linguistic science in this area can be stated in terms of a very few 
generalizations of far-reaching importance. Perhaps the most influential of 
these is the following: language as a form of human communication 
characteristically exists as a system of spoken communication and only 
derivatively as a system of written communication; for general purposes of 
language learning, therefore, the spoken language—auditory comprehension 
and oral production—should be given first consideration. 


It has been, and will be said, of course, that many teachers of foreign 
languages are able to achieve good results without the explicit aid of the 
various kinds of linguistic knowledge outlined here. This may very well be 
true, but we believe that a careful consideration of the bases of successful 
teaching will reveal that it can often be traced to a kind of “native wisdom” 
or intuitive grasp of the very facts and attitudes taught by linguistic science, 
combined with the use of teaching materials which have indeed been influenced 
by the findings of linguistic science. 


In any case, we are persuaded that foreign language teaching can be very 
significantly aided by explicit use of the best linguistic knowledge. On these 
grounds, we trust that the implementation of the National Defense Education 
Act will continue to accord due recognition to the role of linguistic science 
in all activities pertaining to the furtherance of better language teaching.

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COUNCIL ON HIGHER EDUCATION IN THE 
AMERICAN REPUBLICS 


The Council on Higher Education in the American Republics (CHEAR) 
Program was initiated in 1958 by the Carnegie Corporation of New York and 
the Institute of International Education to improve inter-American relations 
at the level of higher education and to serve as a forum for the discussion by 
educators of their mutual problems and experiences. CHEAR also provides 
a framework within which close personal and professional ties are developed 
among educators of Latin America and North America. The purposes of 
CHEAR are accomplished primarily by two methods: (1) meetings of the 
Council of six and an annual conference attended by some twenty officers or 
professors in the higher education field; and (2) exchange visits by the 
participating Latin American and North American educators to colleges and 
universities in this hemisphere. 


The first and second annual conferences were held in Mexico City in 
February, 1959, and in Santiago, Chile, in February, 1960. One of the results 
of the Mexico City meeting was the establishment of a six-member Council 
to serve as the management body for the program. The members are 
Juan Gémez Millas, Rector of the University of Chile, and Franklin D. Murphy, 
Chancellor-elect of the University of California, Los Angeles, co-Chairmen; 
Kenneth Holland, President of the Institute of International Education, 
Secretary General; Frederick Burkhardt, President of the American Council 
of Learned Societies; Rodrigo Facio Brenes, Rector of the University of 
Costa Rica; and Anisio S. Teixeira, Secretary General of the Commission on 
Higher Education in Brazil. The Council meets regularly to consider and 
plan CHEAR programs and activities. The Institute of International Education 
serves as the secretariat to the Council. 


Among the topics considered at the two annual conferences were: 
comparative cultural traditions in the Americas—their effects on educational 
understanding and cooperation; the governing of higher education—ways and 
means by which direct contact among universities can improve the organization 
and administration of higher education; education and research—current 
problems and future opportunities; financing higher education; inter-university 
communication and collaboration—current patterns and new proposals; inter- 
American programs involving institutions of higher education; and how 
universities can help in the development of their nations. 


Participants at the conferences also considered proposals and reviewed 
progress on specific projects sponsored by CHEAR. Two projects suggested 
at the Mexico City meeting are being implemented now. A study to improve 
communications among scholars was conducted by Dr. Frederick Burkhardt 
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with the assistance of Latin American educators and scholars.1_ Recommenda- 
tions based on the study were made at the Santiago conference and are now 
being given further consideration by the Council. The second project is a 
comparative study of higher education in the American republics under the 
direction of Dr. Anisio S. Teixeira, with Dr. Harold Benjamin as chief North 
American consultant on the project. Studies will be conducted and reports 
issued on various phases of higher education, including the history and purposes 
of higher education in the American republics; the organization, administration, 
and support of higher education; and the curriculum and methods of instruc- 
tion. The study will also be concerned with housing of students, counseling 
services, welfare programs, and admission policies. 


Meetings of a few specialists from Latin America and North America in 
such fields as economics, sociology and area studies will be convened during 
this year. The next meeting of the Council will be held in the United States 
in July, 1960, and the third annual conference is scheduled for February, 1960, 
in San Francisco, California. 


AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 
FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF SLAVIC STUDIES 


The American Association for the Advancement of Slavic Studies, founded 
in 1948 for the purpose of publishing the American Slavic and East European 
Review, has recently become an active membership organization. Those 
interested in Soviet, East European, and Communist bloc studies are now 
being invited to join the organization, which seeks to advance scholarly study, 
publication, and teaching. 


The Association plans to publish a revised and expanded quarterly journal 
which will emphasize multi-disciplinary study of the area as a whole and will 
be designed to provide a forum for intellectual exchange and stimulation in the 
field. It will publish articles on central topics and shorter notes and articles 
on subjects of general interest. Also, by means of review essays, reviews, 
abstracts, and checklists, it will endeavor to survey the pertinent literature in 
the field, not only that in English, French and German, but also works in 
Russian and, so far as is feasible, in other Slavic and East European languages. 
An annual bibliography in Slavic and related studies will be distributed as a 
fifth issue of the journal, and members will receive a newsletter to be issued 
two or three times a year. 

The Association expects to have biennial professional meetings with 


substantive and business sessions and to encourage periodic conferences to 
advance scholarship and communication in the field.

AAASS is seen as a vehicle for new, expanded, or intensified activities required 
by the rapid advance of Slavic and East European studies.

Those 
who are already subscribers to the present American Slavic and East European 
Review may join the Association on a pro-rated basis, Institutions may 
subscribe to the journal and bibliography for $10.
